In Ninety Days, 
Producer Says 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(4)— 
A civilian “famine” in pork and 
beef within 60 to 90 days was 
‘predicted today by a livestock 
producer, while the agriculture de- 


‘partment reported that food sup- 


plies, including meat, will be about 
the same this year as last. 


The “famine” prediction came 
from P. O. Wilson, executive sec- 
retary of ,the National Livestock 
Producers’ Association, who as- 
serted the shortage is developing 
because “ill advised” government 
policies are forcing farmers out 
of livestock production. 

“Within' a short period of only 


60 days this country will be prac- | 
tically on a famine.basis with re-| 


spect. to supply of beef,” Wilson 
said. “By the end of 90 days, the 
pork supply will have shifted from 
a feast to a famine basis.” 

Furthermore, he told newsmen, 
it will be late fall’ before ‘“any- 
thing like adequate beef.supplies” 
will be available. 

Despite an anticipated jump in 
food production, the agriculture 
department said that heavier mili- 
lend-lease demands will 
keep civilians from having more 


food than they had last year. In 


fact. the department’s bureau of 
agricultural economics said, the 
civilian share may be ‘ 
smaller.”

Little Gary Jackson did not die in vain.

The asso- 
ciation’s schedule established low- 
er rates on shipments of 30 000 | 
pounds, which represents a rail- 
road carlot but exceeds a truck 
load, 

The commission had ruled that 
since two trucks were required to 
handle a 30,000-pound shipment 
there was no reduction in operat- 
ing costs. 

EACH HAS PROBLEMS 

“Each form of transportation 
presents its own problems for the 
function of rate making,” Justice 
Rutledge said. ‘‘And each, by vir- 
tue of competition with others, 
presents additional complications 
arising from the varied circum- 
stances of their operations. Hence, 
in such situations, principles pre- 
viously established for application 
with a single form of transporta- 
tion cannot always be trans- 
planted without consequence un- 
duly harmful.” 

“In short the very fact that a 
railroad carload is 30,000 pounds 
and a truckload 20,000, with rates 
tied to these weights, may make 
a life or death difference in the 
competitive struggle.” 

Justice Frankfurter, in dissent- 
ing, asserted the court’s decision 
apparently would require the 
commission to undertake a “com- 
plicated and far, reaching” inves- 
tigation every time it considered 
a motor carrier rate that has some 
relationship to railroad rates. He 
contended. that the commission 
had acted properly and that the 
brevity of the record “does not 
mean error in disposition.”

Soviet Union to wipe out her 
northern frontier problems as 
she already is proceeding to settle 
in her own way the political prob- 
lem of Poland. 

The Moscow radio announced 
officially tonight that a “large 
group” of Soviet bombers had hit 
hard at the central part of Hel- 
sinki in a “mass raid,” pounding 
industrial, rail and port targets. 
Four bombers were lost, it added. 

Telephone communication be- 
tween Stockholm and _ Helsinki 
was disrupted early tonight, per- 
haps indicating another Russian 
attack. 

The Moscow broadcast, record- 
ed by the Soviet monitor, said 
crews reported 30 large fires and 
many heavy explosions, with hits 
scored near the_ shipbuilding 
yards and docks, and blasts 
touched off ‘near an automobile 
assembly plant. 

“Big fires were seen in the area 
of the gas works, army barracks, 
at the electro-mechanical works 
and its depots,” Moscow said. 

Stockholm dispatches said fires 


were still burning in Helsinki at 


noon from bombs which hit 200 
buildings and killed 38 persons 
Sunday night and Monday morn- 
ing. 

Another alert sounded at noon 
Monday, but no bombs were 
dropped. 

A Finnish communique § said 
232 persons also were injured and 
that other parts of Finland had 
been bombed. 

A. Moscow radio announcement 
said Reval (Tallinn) in Estonia 
also was bombed.

Men were laid shoul- 
der to shoulder on the bare floor. 
There were no blankets. Many 
of the sick and dying wére naked. 

When all floor space had been 
taken, the patients were laid out 
on the ground, beneath the floors. 
The stench of the place was be- 
yond description. 

The Japs provided no medicine. 
American doctors who were pris- 
oners in the camp were given no 
instruments, medicines, or dress- 
ings. They were not allowed suf- 
ficient water to wash the human 
waste from the sick and dying 
men. When all “hospital” space 
was gone, many American soldiers 
lay out in the open, near the la- 
trines, until they died. 

FLIES BY MILLIONS 

In the early days of our stay 
at O’Donnell there were no la- 
trines or other sanitary facilities. 
There were flies by the millions. 
They droned all day long, settling 
alternately upon the filth, then 
upon the containers of gray rice 
the Japs issued to the prisoners. 
When the Japs at last issued shov- 
els for digging latrines, most of 
the men were too weak to use 
them. 


Starvation was everywhere.

GNARLED CREATURE 

Finally he appeared; a gnarled, 
misshapen creature, as grotesque 
as anything supposedly human I 
ever have looked upon. We learn- 
ed he had been retired, but had 
been called back to duty at the 
start of the war.

at us with a pomposity reminis- | 


cent of Mussolini’s. But the loose- 
lipped vacuity of his expression 
was like that of an idiot. The 
captain mounted a low platform 
and stared at us. Beside the dais 
stood a fat Filipino-Japanese boy, 
holding a straw hat in both his 
pudgy hands.

teens with tepid water. This eased 
our thirst somewhat, but we all 
were so dehydrated we could have 
drunk a gallon and still have felt 
need for more. Even our pores 
cried out for cool, clear water. 

Soon afterward we each got one 
messkit of rice. There was no 
bread, meat or fruit. Except for 
the ladle of rice at Orani and two 
bites of sugar on the road, this 
was my first food in six days of 
marching. “It developed later that 
some of the American prisoners 
were kept on the road in the heat 
'and dust as long as-12 days. Cas- 
_ualties among them were very 
| high. 

TUMBLEDOWN SHACK 

With 22 other officers of the air 


forces I was assigned to a tumble-} 


down shack 14 feet wide and’ 20 
feet long. The unfinished roof 
was open in the center, admitting 
the burning sunshine and the rain. 
There were neither cots nor mats. 
We pulled grass and weeds to lie 
on in dry weather. When it rained 
we crawled under the flooring. 

There were no lights in the 
barracks, but there were plenty 
around the camp at night. Search- 
lights at Jap headquarters and 
atop the towers were trained 
along the barbed wire. Walking 
patrols were abroad at all times. 
Escape seemed impossible. A de- 
lirious soldier, who got out some- 
how, was flogged unmercifully 
and tied up by the wrists in the 
sun in front of headquarters. 

The next day he was put into 
an open compound, from which 
he also escaped. After the Japs 
seized him, he was flogged with- 
in an inch of his life. Torn and 
bleeding, he again was exposed 
to the sun all day. He disap- 
peared on the following day. We 
nevér saw him again, but we know 
he didn’t escape. 
QUARTERS LUXURIOUS 

When I began to get about the 
camp a little, I found that the 
quarters we had though so mis- 
erable really were luxurious as 
compared to those provided some 
of the men. Many had no shelter 
whatever. 

When we had been at O’Donnell 
about a week, the daily death 
rate among the Americans was 20 
a day. -Filipinos were dying at a 
rate of 150 a day. In two weeks, 
50 Americans were dying each 
day. The Filipino death toll had 
soared to 350 each 24 hours. 

The burial problem was serious. 
It was difficult to find men strong 
| enough to dig graves. Regulation 
burial was unknown. Shallow 
trenches had to serve. Into these 
10 or 12 bodies were dumped— 
often without identification tags— 
and covered by a thin layer of 
earth. 
NO BLANKETS 
Many new prisoners arrived 
daily. Most of them were sick 
and all were in varying stages of 
| starvation.

or so now weighed 90 or less. 
Every rib was visible. They were 
living skeletons, without buttocks 
or muscle, On seeing a man lying 
asleep it was difficult to say 
whether he was alive or dead. 

We hadn’t the strength to move 
about much. My only walking was 
done on trips to hospital to 
visit the men of the 21st Pursuit 
Squadron. I found one of my 
technical sergeants on the floor. 
He was naked and covered with 
deffication and flies. There were 
sores on his body—evidence of the 
violence he had done himself 
while delirious—and there was no 
antiseptic. 
90-POUND HERO 

When I found him he was un- 
able to drink water, eat rice or 
recognize his friends. While on 
Bataan this man had weighed 185 

unds. When he died—sdon after 

came upon him—I doubt if he 
weighed 90. 

Another man from the 21st had 
been stuffed beneath a building. 
His condition was about the same 
as that of the first. «This time, 
however, I was able to buy for $5 
a small, flat tin of fish from a Jap 
soldier and we thought we could 
save our friend. We stole water 
and washed him, then moved him 
into a building and covered him 
with a blanket. 


‘' We fed him the fish, mixed 


with rice. But it was too late. He 
died the next day. 

The most common causes of 
death at O’Donnell were malaria, 
dysentery and beri beri. Many of 
us were afflicted with all three 
of these at once. Mosquitoes de- 
scended upon us in clouds. Few 
of the prisoners had blankets, 
mosquito nets or any other pro- 
tection. 

MEDICINE PROMISED 

Frequently, when they were in- 
specting the wretched area, the 
Japs promised us medicines. They 
never delivered them, except on 
one occasion when. the Red Cross 
was permitted to send in quinine 
from Manila for malaria patients. 
We never learned how much was 
sent. Though thousands were sick 
and dying of malaria, the Japs 
issued just enough quinine to take 
care of about 10 cases. 

Suffering was worst among the 
hundreds afflicted with beri beri, 
a disease resulting from a de- 
ficiency of vitamins in the diet. 
Feet, ankles and legs were swol- 
len almost double normal size. 
Faces were puffed up like bal- 
loons. 

When the condition affected the 
heart, death followed quickly. 
There is no need here to describe 
the anguished deaths of the dysen- 
tery victims.

of public opinion, in this country 


and Britain. 

The latest information on Mos- 
cow’s Polish attitude comes in a 
broadcast reported by London last 
night which forecast that a “new 
democratic Poland” would be ca- 
pable of “friendly co-operation” 
with its neighbor, the Ukrainian 
republic, one of the 16 Russian 
states recently given autonomy in 
international affairs. 

The same broadcast said of the 
Polish government at London 
that it sometimes “displays im- 
perialistic, pro-Fascist tendencies” 
which “preclude even the possi- 
bility of a friendly agreement” 
betweén that government and the 
Ukraine. 

That government, however, 
happens to be the one which is 
recognized as the legal. govern- 
ment of Poland by both the Unit- 
ed States and Britain. These two 
nations are not committed to im- 
pose it on the people of Poland 
once they are freed of German 
rule, but they are effectively com- 
mitted to maintain friendly rela- 
tions with it, barring overt acts 
on its part, until the time comes 
when the Polish people them- 
selves have a chance to express 
their own desires. 

So far as can be determined, 
American policy with respect to 
the developing situation is: 

1, To judge all actions first by 
their effect on the war, the pri- 
mary necessity being for joint ac- 
tion to assure victory. 

2. To support and _ protect, 
meanwhile, those principles of 
international relations which will 
contribute to an organization of 
peace-loving nations for the gen- 
eral security of all once this war 
is won.

Senate Tangled 
In GI Vote Bill 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(4)— 
In a last ditch move to beat a 
federal war ballot, its senate op-

Green-Lucas bill. 

SUBSTITUTE BILL 

Barkley then moved to amend 
the house bill by substituting the 
Green-Lucas bill for its provisions. 
Senator Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
fighting a federal ballot, offered 
as an amendment to Barkley’s 
amendment his plan to limit fed- 
eral ballots to soldier-citizens of 
those states which do not provide 
adequate absentee balloting pro- 
cedure. 

Confused, senators began rising 
to ask what was the immediate 
issue before them and none offer- 
ed objection when Barkley moved 
that further consideration be de- 
layed for 24 hours.

BLAST TRANSPORT LINES 
Medium and fighter bombers of 
the Allied 12th Air Force ham- 
mered Nazi transportation lines in 
the Roma area, while Allied fight- 
ers four times ripped into German 
planes which were intervening in 
the fighting about Cassino. Impor- 
tant highways converging at Fras- 
cati on the Appian way nine miles 
southeast of Rome were heavily 
bombed by American Mitchells 
and Invaders.

Five pitchers, barring sore arms and such, could take a regular 
turn and have a complaint only if double-headers piled up. And 
it isn't often the weather is so bad that this, happens.

Build New Blood Cells 


By Sally Saver. 


The Red Cross blood bank needs 
@ continuous and steady stream 
of donors, and every healthy per- 
son between the ages of 18 and 
60, not engaged in a vital war ac- 
ticity, can and should make a 
blood donation. It is a little 
thing to do, yet this donation of 


one pint of blood may save a sol- 
Gier or sailor’s life. 

There are many persons who 
could give blood who have not 
done it because they are some-' 
what fearful, not understanding 
how quickly the body can, with 
the right choice of foods, make 
up the loss of one pint of blood. 
Iron-rich foods taken in abun- 
dance for a few days will build 
new blood to replace the dona- 
tion. Liver and dark molasses are 


the two richest sources of food 
iron. Other sources are oatmeal, 
eggs, whole wheaj bread, raisins, 
parsley, lean beef, oysters, cab- 
bage, watercress, lettuce and spin- 
ach. An abundance of protein 
foods should be taken, too, be-| 
cause some protein goes into the 
building of every blood cell. Some 
extra liquids should be included 


in the day’s food intake.

(We cannot hope to eliminate 
thievery or murder by giving 
our youth a “prophylactic kit” 
filled with hacksaw blades and 
other escape instruments so they 
can avoid the punishment for 
wrong doing. Similarly, our at- 
tack on juvenile delinquency 
and venereal disease cannot be 
entirely successful until we in- 
troduce the moral preventive to 
supplement the medical prophy- 
laxes.) 


Case B-256: Charles Miller, aged 
possibly 32, is a member of the 
staff of the Akron Beacon Journal. 

“I wonder if you would write 
us a front page feature article on 
the current wave of juvenile de- 
linquency and venereal diseases,” 
he telephoned long distance from 
Akron during the summer. We 
wish to do all we can to help curb 
these dangerous conditions,” 

I agreed and sat down imme- 
diately at the typewriter. After 
pointing out the various factors 


that cause our current alarming 
wave of delinquency, I concluded 
my article by saying that the mili- 
tary leaders themselves are partly 
to blame. 

MORAL PROPHYLAXIS 

Our military leaders devote a 
great deal of time telling the boys 
how to prevent syphilis or gonor- 
rhea after they have cohabited 
with women. . 

To this end, they furnish the 
men a portable kit of drugs to 
employ for killing these venereal 
disease germs after the men have 
been actively exposed. 

But 1 feel they are not ade- 
quately emphasizing the moral 
preventive or prophylaxis for such 
diseases. 

They imply if not openly state, 
that it is permissible for the men 
to expose themselves, providing 
they will use the drugs to dis- 
infect themselves afterwards. 

Notice the following letter, 
which is only one of many that I 
have received from men in the 
various branches of our military 
service. 

LETTER FROM SOLDIER 

“Dr. Crane, I don’t know what 

to do! I’ve tried to lead a moral 


life at home, for I am engaged to 


a lovely girl and wanted to be 
true to her. 

“But down here the emphasis 
in camp is placed on sexual in- 
dulgence and how many women 
a man has had affairs with. 

“If a man admits that he has 
never had sex relations, they poke 


fun at him. A number of my 
friends have had to lie about their 
sexual life in order to escape this 
pressure. . 

“In fact, the attitude seems to 
be that a man in uniform is en- 
titled to take whatever he can 
get, without any moral scruples 
whatever, and he isn’t a he-man 
if he doesn’t. 

“I confess that I am weakening 
under this mass pressure, but I 
have steered my life by your 
column for several years, so I 
have vowed to let you cast the 
deciding vote.” 

HOW TO STOP CRIME 

Wouldn’t it be silly if in in- 
structing youth against petty 
thievery and other crimes, we em- 
phasized methods by which they 
could escape after they had com- 
mitted the theft or murder? 

And suppose we gave them a 
tool kit filled with hacksaw blades 
skeleton keys or other escape in- 
struments! Would such a “prophy- 
lactic kit” eliminate their wrong- 
doing even though it increased the 
percentage of those who escaped 
the normal consequences of such 
wrong behavior?

Brady’s Health Quiz

SEDATIVES 

Are sedatives injurious? (Inter- 
ested reader.) 

Answer—Sedatives may be help- 
ful or harmful, in various circum- 
stances. It is unwise and gen- 
erally dangerous to use them ex- 
cept under your physician’s ob- 
servation. 

SCALP OIL 

In your pamphlet “Care for the 
Hair and Control of Dandruff” 
you say the sebum lost in a sham- 
poo should be replaced by apply- 
ing to scalp a few drops of oil. 
Would a hair tonic containing lano- 
lin but no alcohol be good for the 
purpose? (J. B.) 

Answer—Lanolin is good, so is 
castor oil, olive oil, sweet almond 
oil, teel oil, etc. 


OLIVE OIL 

What effect has olive oil on the 
system if taken in quantities of 
from four to six tablespoonfuls a 
day? Does it interfere with assim- 
ilation of vitamins? (Mrs. C. L.) 

Answer—Effect similar to that 
of taking two to six tablespoonfuls 
of butter or lard a day. Each 
tablespoonful yields about 130 
calories. It is excellent food, and 
like all oils or fats, more or less 
laxative, more or less inhibitory 
(delaying) to stomach digestion 
and secretion of acid, causes in- 
creased contractions of gall blad- 
der. Thus it might tend to re- 
lieve pain or distress of peptic ul- 
cer, increase pain or distress of 
gall bladder inflammation or gall- 
stones.

Tragedy 

The story of Bataan and Corregidor, the story of the Philip- 
pines is, so far in this war, a story of utmost tragedy. First, 
the unavoidable surrender and, in recent weeks, the revelation 
of the frightful atrocities perpetrated by the Japs upon our 
men, prisoners of war, makes this one of the supremely sad 
chapters in the story of the world conflict. 

Damon Runyon, in his column of Monday, asks whether 
history will concede that the failure to attempt relief of Mac- 
Arthur and his men was utterly unavoidable, or whether it will 
brand it one of the most cowardly examples of abandonment 
in. all history. 

It is unfortunate that such a question should be raised at 
this time. Unfortunate because there are always a few too 
ready to believe anything critical and doubly unfortunate be- 
cause it adds to the agony of mind of families and friends of 
the men taken prisoner. , 

It should not be difficult to remember that, at the time 
of the Philippine campaign, we had just suffered the worst 
blow in all our nation’s history, at Pearl Harbor. We were 
unprepared for war in the Pacific. Our Navy had lost so many 
Ships it was, temporarily, crippled. We had no army, to send. 
We had few, if any, planes available and even had they been 
ready, there were not enough airfields in our grasp nor the 
supplies to service them. 

History is often erroneous but it is difficult to see how 
anyone, with a modicum of faith in our military leaders, can 
consider the Philippine tragedy as anything less than utterly 
unpreventable. And, while it gives little, if any, comfort to those 
who mourn those lost in that first, tragic Philippine campaign, 
each day brings nearer the second campaign of the Philippines 
which will be a far, far different story.

Federal Internal Revenue Collector Marion Allen’s corps of aids 
to bewildered income tax payers were not available to callers in 
the Federal buildings for three days this week. They were at- 
tending an income tax school conducted by experts from the 
Treasury Department, the object being to interpret to them the 
involved tax return rules and thus avoid such discrepancies as 
recently occurred in Cleveland, Ohio. 

In that city the Cleveland Press sent five reporters to the 
office of Internal Revenue to secure official help in making out 
their tax returns. The reporters, unknown to the deputy collec- 
tors, presented five different deputies identical statements of 
their incomes and tax payments, with claimed deductions. The 
answers, which should have been identical, were all different. 
One was presented with a tax debt of $246.10, another a debt of 
$12.55; the other three were accorded refunds of $13.88, $8.23 
and $9.21. 

The 1944 income tax measure, now on its halting journey 
through the legislative mill, is said to be no improvement over 
the one now in force, so far as complications are concerned, It 
would appear that congress, now safely under Democratic rule, 
should take note that Governor Dewey, who has said he is not 
aspiring to the presidency (at this time) recently put through 
a measure simplifying the New York state income tax return. 
There is a chance’ that the G. O. P. will draft Dewey as its 
candidate, and there are many Democrats, especially in the 
north, who would vote for Dewey on his simplified-income-tax- 
return record, in the hope that if he were elected he would pre- 
vail upon the congress to alleviate the present federal income 
tax headache. :

Forgotten Men? 

Editor, Constitution: What is 
going to happen to several thou- 
sand civilian flight instructors? 
Both the Army and Navy are abol- 
ishing their CAA-WTS training 
schools within the next few 
months? 


When war first broke out, our 
government called for all civilian 
pilots to help train Army and 
Navy personnel. Now that our 
job seems to be about finished, 
it looks like we can store our flight 
gear with the experience gained 
from many months of instructing 
over many hundreds of hours, and 
wait for our call in the ground 
forces of the Army or Navy. 

We admit that some of the CAA- 
WTS instructors are over age or 
have minor physical defects that 
disqualify them for active com- 
bat flying. However, each in- 
structor has proven his ability and 
holds a CAA commercial pilot’s 
license with an instructor’s rating. 
Each one of these men can release 
some younger pilot in the service 
for combat duty if given a chance 
to do so. 

We at the University of Georgia 
School of Aviation are a compara- 
tively small group, but we have 
trained over 300 Naval officers, 
AV-P’s, to become Naval flight in- 
structors. In spite of our ability 
to qualify as instructors to train 
these men for the Navy, the end 
of our flying careers for the dura- 
tion doesn’t seem to be far away. 
At present we are training Navy 
V-5 cadets in a primary flight 
program which is scheduled to be 
terminated May 30, 1944. 

We instructors at this school 
average a total of 1,500 hours of 
flight experience each. Is this ex- 
perience going to be wasted while 
thousands are still being trained 
from the beginning to do jobs that 
we are qualified to do with little 
or no further training?

Illogical 

Editor, Constitution: The work 
of the constitutional commission 
is sincere but illogical.

can be overdone and has _ just 
about served its purpose, but I) 
take it for granted that Dewey 
will not only accept but put up| 
a fight for the nomination be- 
cause to his kind of* Republican, 
Willkie is just an imitation Roose- 
velt and his policies a plagiarized 
New Deal, It has got to be Dewey 
or Willkie for no other Repub- 
lican running against Mr. Roose- 
velt would be worth the invest- 
ment in train fares, wire tolls 
and printing. 

Moreover Dewey is so sore at 
Willkie for cutting him down in 
1940 that you may be sure he 
would be very happy to accept if 
only to square matters., Of course 
he should be grateful because Mr. 
Roosevelt was a bull for strength 
that year and would have knocked 
the brash young man right 
through the skylight, but politi- 


cians are peculiar and he thought 
he had a good chance and was 
cut off by an interloper. 


Both at Fault 

But if Mr, Dewey is being coy, 
I submit that Brother Willkie also 
is simpering on an_ important 
issue while tearing around to 
meetings and pelting himself with 
compliments at close range. 

How stands Brother Willkie on 
labor? That is one of the great- 
est domestic issues and grows 
graver day by day. It is not a 
mere matter of wartime strikes 
which may abate under the pres- 
sure of public opinion communi- 
cated to congress and the bosses 
of the big organizations, and in 
some cases undoubtedly have 
been provoked by dumb and stiff- 
necked or incompetent industrial 
management. It involves funda- 
mentals, the right of the citizen to 
join a private lodge, his right 
not to pay an income tax to a 
political organization as Sidney 
Hillman has had the effrontery 
to propose that he should. His 
right to bargain through the 
agent of his own choice as pro- 
posed in the Wagner act and not 
through an agent thrust upon him 
by either his employer or the gov- 
ernment. 

These rights have been flouted 
in the most cynical way for sev- 
eral years and will wither away 
if they are not re-established 
soon. Another four years of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s policy would cancel 
them entirely and if he can as- 
sume his administration would 
continue its creeping encroach- 
ments on the freedom and dignity 
of the individual we can _ also 
foresee a convincing imitation in 
the country of the labor controls 
which Mussolini founded in Italy 
and Hitler adopted in the land of 
the chosen, but faceless people of 
the master race, 

I will concede that Mr. Dewey 
has not declared himself strongly. 
But, for one thing, not being a 
candidate thus far, he hasn’t had 
to and, for another, he did prove 
as prosecutor in New York that 
he is at least opposed to crim- 
inality in union leadership and 
that he has a wide knowledge of 
those union ,practices which are 
not criminal but are anti-social. 
And notwithstanding his prosecu- 
tion of crooks in union office the 
intelligent labor men have been 
glad to admit that he was fair 
and not in any sense the enemy 
either of unions or labor. In pol- 
itics he has had the support of 
many such men, 


Not Trimmed 


Willkie’s thoughts on taxes and 
the American standard of living 
which he would debase, though 
reluctantly, in the interests of 
war efforts, and his foreign policy 
have been very bold and interest- 
ing. He will be accused of a 
number of sinful ideas against 
that which we call the American 
way but it will have to be allowed 
that he has not trimmed on those 
politically dangerous issues. 

Therefore it is hard to under- 
stand why he ignores the whole 
great problem of labor and union- 
ism as though it didn’t exist. It 
is there all right as prominent as 
something extremely dead and I 
can assure him on the basis of, 
I should say, at least 100,000 let- 
ters from laborers and other 
American toilers in the last few 
years that it is no minor concern. 
These people and many more are 
thinking of some very precious 
liberties that have been taken 
from them at home by a govern- 
ment which has been glib with 
promises of tnwonted and, in 
some areas, unwanted freedoms, 
everywhere else in the world,

Wilson’s Pro phecies 


Were All Too True 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Twenty years ago 
this month Woodrow Wilson died after being 
stricken in the midst of a fervent campaign he 
had launched to awaken America to the war 
perils of the present day, if we declined to associate ourselves with 
an international concert of nations designed to maintain world peace. 


The senate, by rejecting the League of Nations covenant, did 
refuse such an association, and today, a little more than two 
decades after that historic incident, the world finds itself engaged 
in the greatest and bloodiest war of all time. 


Looking back on the public utterances of the former war Presi- 
dent in the light of present-day events, it is impossible to find 
throughout the pages of history an example of greater prophetic 
vision than he revealed at the time. All of the things which he 
foresaw and which were scoffed at by his enemies have come to pass, 

In his speeches, delivered in an effort to arouse the country to 
support of the League, will be found a blueprint of the devastating 
war now upon us, boldly written and accurate in every detail. He 
was not wrong even in the timing predicted for the present out 
break, | 
ISOLATIONISM A FALLACY It was the core of Mr. Wil- 

son's belief that nations, like 
individuals, cannot live unto themselves alone. He saw where the 
earth had evolved into an integrated society, wherein freedom and 
security of all are indivisible. 


Predicting just what has happened, if Germany should again 
attempt what she did in 1914, he had these words of great wisdom 
to say: “... We will join to prevent it. We do not stand off and 
see murder done. We do not profess to be the champions of liberty 
and then consent to see liberty destroyed. We are not the friends 
and advocates of free government and then willing to stand by and 
see free government die before our eyes.” 


The quoted passage is from a speech delivered by Mr. Wilson 
at Indianapolis in September, 1919, shortly before he was stricken. 

Mr. Wilson then went on to call the turn on the present war 
in these words’ 

“It is not likely that, with the depleted resources of the great 
fighting nations of Europe, there will be another war soon, but 
unless we concert measures to prevent it, there will be another and 
a final war, just about the time these children come to maturity. 
.... The next time will come; it will come while this generation 
is living, and the children will be sacrificed upon the altar of that 
war.” 

Mr. Wilson seemed to see it all. He literally gave his life in an 
effort to warn the nation of the perils that lay ahead—within the 
very next generation. 


REVILED AND ABUSED For proclaiming himself_thus as a 

prophet he was reviled and abused 
as was no other man of his time. Not only in congress, but through- 
out the nation, there blazed forth, simultaneously from billboards 
and newspapers, such benighted criticisms as the following: “Shall 
we bind ourselves to the war covenant? It impairs American sov- 
ereignty, surrenders the Monroe Doctrine, flouts Washington's warn- 
ing, entangles us in Europe and Asiatic intrigues, sends our boys 
to fight throughout the world by order of a league, the evil thing 
with a holy name, League for the Preservation of American Inde 
pendence.” 

Sensing the defeat of the League, Mr. Wilson, in a speech the 
same year at St. Louis, confessed to a feeling that he had betrayed 
American boys who had been sent into the war. He had told them 
that this was to be a war to end all wars. Now he was obliged to 
tell them he was unable to fulfill his promise. They had been be- 
trayed. They had fought for something they did not get. Today 
their sons arg being compelled to spill their blood for the omissions 
of the past. 

But, despite his defeat, Mr. Wilson had the the satisfaction of 
knowing in his own mind that the spirit which animated him and 
the principles to which he gave his devotion were not extinguished 
with him. He knew they would survive and mature in the slow. 
composite democratic mind of the nation. Thus we find him saying 
in an Armistice Day address the year before he died: 

“I am not one of those that have the least anxiety about the 
triumph of the principles I have stood for. I have seen fools resict 
Providence before and I have seen their destruction, as will come 
upon these again—utter destruction and contempt. That we shal! 
prevail is as sure as that God reigns.” 


Here again his prophecy was superb.

Rommel Counterattacks 
In Italy To Cover 
Major Nazi Retreat 


Marshal Rommel, the past mas- 
ter in retreats, who is reported 
back in Italy directing the coun- 
terattack on the Allied Fifth 
Army, after he had planned the 
defense of the French invasion 
coast, did not originate the coun- 
terattack for covering a retreat. 

It is an immemorial tactic em- 
ployed in the days of the spear, be- 
fore the days of gunpowder, to 
protect the withdrawal of an en- 
dangered army. In the words of 


the old military saw, a retreating 
army has “a sting in its tail.” 
After we made the beachhead 


_at Nettuno the Germans applied 


the sting in the attack which com- 
pelled some of our units in the 
transpeninsula line to withdraw 
across the Rapido river in their 
advance on the key point of Cas- 
sino. 

Our beachhead was on the Ger- 
man flank. And when an army’s 
flank is threatened it has to go, 
or to mass the reinforcements to 
hold definitely the drive in flank 
or to throw it back. With strength 
enough against the flanking force 
it is in turn in danger of being 
flanked, or trapped and cut up. 

Note that at the same time that 
Rommel threw in his offensive 
against the Fifth Army beach- 
head, German counterattacks had 
ceased in the Cassino sector, The 
Americans and French were back 
across the Rapido. A much small- 
er force of Germans in Cassino 
was making desperate defense. 

This, too, would be obvious rear- 
guard action in covering a Ger- 
man retreat as is the offensive on 
the Fifth Army flanking beach- 
head in keeping open the line of 
communications for a safe with- 
drawal of the German army &as a 
whole to a new defense line. 

Some ground may be lost as a 
sheer matter of tactical necessity 
by the beachhead. But Rommel 
will need a very powerful force to 
force it back on to the shore: All 
the signs point to Rommel making 
a bold bid for a big prize, which, 
though he fail to win it, is the 
best way to protect the German 
withdrawal.

The Invade, one of many ships 
constructed at the Savannah Ma- 
chine Foundry Works, is the first 
ship launched at night from this 
shipyard.

State Narcotic 
Drive Success 


Georgia has halted an increase 
in drug addicts without the ne- 
cessity of a single prosecution, 
Chief Drug Inspector L. N. Camp 
of the state board of pharmacy 
has announced. 

Early in 1943, Georgia ranked 
first in the sale of paregoric (a 
narcotic drug), Camp said in his 
annual report to Governor Arnall 
yesterday. A survey showed 21 
per cent of the drug stores had 
purchased 55 per cent of the total 
consumed. 

“This was being sold carelessly, 
most of it getting into the hands 
of addicts, and was resulting in 
new addicts being created,” Camp 
said. “All stores in the state were 
contacted and a material reduc- 
tion in sale of paregoric has re- 
sulted without a single prosecu- 
tion. This will result not only in 
saving the individuals who were 
using the narcotics, but since 
become public 
charges, it will consequently re- 
store most of them to self-support, 
and bring a saving to their local 
governments.” 

Camp said the state board has 
co-operated with county and city 
cfficials on ‘several occasions at 
their request to correct local vio- 
lations.
